Paris, December 22.—Confitmation was 
obtained from official sources today of 
the reports that Foreign Secretary Lans- 
downe and Foreign Minister Delcasse 
huve within the last few days made 
strong representations at Tokio with the 
view to averting a crisis between Rus- 
sia and Japan. There is reason to be- 
lieve that these representations, coming 
at the critical moment when Japan’s re- 
ply was being handed to the Russidn 
minister, Baron De Rosen, exercised a 
powerfu] restraining influence. Thig is 
especially true of Lord Lansdowne, owing 
to Great Britain's being the ally of Ja- 
pan 

Press dispatches from Tokio affirm 
that the Japanese ministers abroad 
have been instructed to deny the sen- 
sational reports regarding the relations 
between Japan and Russia and jo say 
that while Japan replied to Russia yes- 
terday, her response was not in the na- 
ture of an ultsmatum, that it demands, 
simply, changes in some of the points 
and, finally, that Russia is ready to 
continue the exchange of diplomatic 
viewg. It is added that the Japanese 
now give evidence Of a pacific tendency. 
This information accords with the view 
psevailng in diplomatic circles here.

PANAMA CANAL TREATY 


Legislative Instructions fo Me. 
tnery and Fos‘er Make Rati- 
~ fication Almost Certain, 


ACTION OF LOUISIANA 
DISPELS ALL DOUBTS 


Said They 
Wouldn’t Vote for Treaty. 
Democratic Fight, So Far, 
Has Been To Secure 
All Facts.

Washington, December 22.—(Special.)— 
The action of the Louisiana legislature in 
instructing Senators McEnery and Foster 
to vote for the Panama canal treaty is 
generally taken here as insuring ratifica- 
tion, If there has been any doubt of rati- 
fication before, it is belleved this makes 
it practically certain. To be sure, other 
democratic votes are needed, as the re- 
publican strength is 57 and it requires 60 
votes to ratify; but it is believed that 
this Louisiana action, which will operate 
to release the two s*nators from being 
boumd by caucus action, will prove a 
sufficient entering wedge to secure all 
the votes that may be needed. 

In this connection it is pdinted out that 
few democratic senators have even gone 


to the length of saying they would not | 
vote fur the treaty. Senator Gorman, who | 


has led the fight for fuller information, 


and the others who have acted with him | 
have at all times made it clear, as did | 


Senators Bacon and Clay in their state- 
ment published in The Constitution, that 
they have not arrayed themselves against 
the treaty, but are only anxious to see 
that the full facts relative to the organi- 
aztion of the republic of 
brought to tight in order that it may be 
certain that the skirts of the United 
States have been k¢pt out of the mud.

LIVEN COLOMBIA 


Attitude of President Roosevelt 
Indorsed by Europe 


European Powers Will Approve Re- 
fusal of United States To Refer 
Matter to Hague—Panama 
Is Considered a Closed 
Chapter. 


Washington, December 22.—‘‘Refusal by 
the United States to consent to a prop- 
asition from Colombia for a reference of 
the Panama question to The Hague trib- 
unal is expected and will be fully ap- 
proved by the European powers."’ 

This statement was made to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press tonight 
by an European ambassador of high rank 
and influence. It has already been made 
in substance, though in rather more dip- 
Icmatic language, that Genera] Rafael, 
the Colombian minister who is expected 
in his forthcoming note to suggest refer- 
ence to The Hague for the settlement of 
the isthmus problem. Whether the 
knowledge that the refusal of such a re- 
quest so far from prejudicing the Euro-

The Dangerous Phase. 

The ambassador representing another 
European government who talked iInfor- 
mallly about the situation today ex- 
pressed the view that its most dangerous 
feature is the failure of Russia to realize 
the power of popular sentiment in Japan. 
“Russia,’’ said he, “is as free from pub- 
ls sentiment as China. In Russia tha 
government is the whole thing, nothing 
else has to be considered nor catered@ to. 
In Japan conditions are entirely differ- 
ent. It ig true that the Japanese minis- 
try is anxious to avert war, but Japan 
has a popular sentiment to deal with, and 
it is one which may sweep the present 
government from power. There is no 
country in the world which has more 
politics to the square foot than Japan; 
what may happen in such a country 
when the people get aroused was demon- 
strated {in your war with Spain, which 
President McKinley would have averted 
if he could. The conditions in Japan 
seem to be even more acute than they 
were here just before war with Spain 
was declared.’’ 

This fairly reflects the views entertained 
in diplomatic circles. President: Roose- 
velt has taken a less pessimitistic view 
of the Far Eastern situation in which 
he {s greatly interested, and Officials of 
this government generally have taken the 
view that as the negotiations have not 
yet reached the ultimatum stage there {s 
an agreement 


which will at least postpone the threat- 
ened clash for some time. 

It {s acknowledged, however, that the 
only hope for peace Iles {n Russian ac- 
knowledgment of Japanese supremacy of 
interest in Korea—something that Russia 
is not at all desirous of doing, but may 
have to do to avert an immediate clash. 
Russia, it is well known, is not prepared 
for war. 


Novel Attache Not Becalled. 

Those who take an optimistic view of 
the situation point to the fact that the 
Japanese naval attache, Commander Isam 
Takeshita, still remains at his post in 
Washington and has gecelved no orders 
calling him to Japan. Several weeks ago, 
some of the military and naval attaches 
assigned to European stations were sum- 
moned home, ostensibly on business, hav- 
ing no reference to the difference with 
Russia. That was, however, construed as 
part of a general policy to call in the 
men whose expert seryices would be 
needed in case of war. But as stated, 
Commander Takeshita {s still here and if 
he has had an Intimation of his early 
return nobody knows it outside the Japan- 
ese legation. 

China Is Getting Scared. 

Pekin, December 22.~—The Chinese offi- 
cials are awakening to the peril con- 
fronting China in the event of a Russo- 
Japanese war, and they are greatly dis- 
tressed. Wut Ting Fang has been urging 
the Uniteq States legation on his own 
responsibility to seek a special audience 
of the dowager empress and impress on 
her China's perilous position and the need 
of a strong army and ministers acquaint- 
ed with foreign affairs. 

China will attempt to remain neutral, 
though doubtless she will be subjected 
to streng Japanese pressure to partici- 
pate in a conflict for the preservation of 
her integrity. The officials here recognize 
that the remnant of China's soveriegnty 
in Manchuria is lost if Russia succeeds, 
and see the difficulty of China avoiding 
becoming entangled in @ war on her own 
territory. 

China To Aid Japan. 

London, December 23.—The wWaily Mail’s 
Tien-Tsin correspondent learns, upon 
what he says is good authority, that in 
the event of war between Russia and 
Japan, the Chinese military authorities 
will cooperate with the Japanese. 

According to the ‘correspondent, it is 
said in Tien-Tsin that a number of Jap- 
anese war ships are concentrating in the 
vicinity of Port Arthur. 

Japan Chartering Steamers. 

London, December 23.—The Daily Mail’s 
Kobe correspondent says it ig reported 
that the Japanese government is charter- 
ing numerous steamers as transports, iIn- 
cluding three belonging to the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, a Japanese steamship 
company. 

At the London offices of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, in response .o Inquiries, 
it was declared that nothing was known 
there of such action on the part of 
Japan. The officials of the company ex- 
pressed the opinion that there would be 
mo war, and that there had not been 
even an intimation received by the com- 
pany that the government desired to 
requisition its steamers.

Mexico Called to Account for 


Imprisoning Railroad 
Men. 


Washington, December 23.—Complaints 
having reached the state department from 
many sources during the past few years 
that American citizens employed itn vari- 
ous capacities on the railroads of Mexico 
frequently had been arrested and im- 
prisoned in that republic on the charge 
of criminal negligence in railway wrecks, 
homicides, ete., and held for long periods 
without trial, the United States ambas- 
sador to Mexico was directed by Sécre- 
tary Hay to examine into these cases 
and bring the subject to the attention 
of the Mexican governotent with a view 
to amelforating the conditions which ap- 
peared to exist. 

As a consequence of Mr. Clayton's 
representations to the Mexican foreign 
office, an important circular latter has 
been issued by the Mexican department 
of justice and sent to the district and cir- 
cult courts throughout that republic, ad- 
vising against the arrest and imprison- 
ment of such railway employess, except 
on a strong presumption of guflt, and di- 
recting them in all cases to expedite the 
judicial proceedings as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The provision for the release of the 
accused on bail also {g made wherever 
the nature of the offense will permit it. 

Ambassador Clayton has reported to the 
state department that of forty-three cases 
of American railway men arrested since 
June, 1901, thirty-eight have been dis- 
posed of, and in three of the remaining 
five the mén who were released on bail 
fied to the Tinitéd States. In two tnstances 
only are proceedings still pending. It is 
observed that of the forty-three persons 
arrested, fourteen were arrested for of-

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The Confusion of Home Croakers.

On the other hand, other senators 
say the treaty should be rejected be- 
cause the recognition by our govern- 
ment of the independence of Panama 
violates the thirty-fifth article of the 
treaty of 1846, by which the United 
States is bound to guarantee the ‘sov: 
ereignty of Colombia, as the successor 
of New Granada, over the isthmus. 

We submit that while the debate is 
on and the people of the country are 
seeking the pathway of national in- 
terest and honor in this case, the sen- 
ators who set themselves against the 
popular judgment should, at the least, 
be consistent in their reasons for their 
opposition. 

As yet, allthat has been said against 
the action of the government and the 
ratification of the treaty, when care- 
fully and justly sifted, amounts to 
scarcely more than diplomatic quib- 
bles and partisan obstruction. 

This is supposed to be a country in 
which the will of the people is the 
supreme guide in legislation, and un- 
less that boasted dictum of democracy 
is to be shattered by the knocking 
senators, the will of the people is so 
clear in this case that he who runs 
can easily read it.

producing state in the country, her 
output for that year being $415,000. 
Her total. production up to June 30,

These, with other statistical and 
technical facts in the possession of 
the state’s geological. department, 
should be regarded by the general as- 
sembly. If uhey are properly collated 
and distributed among the gold- 
hunters of the nation they will surely 
lead to a full and speédy influx of ex-

Mr. Clayton on the Panama Case. 

Letters commending The Constitu- 
tion’s position in the Panama case are 
far to> numerous to print, but from 
among the meager number that disa- 
gree with us we select that of Mr. 
Smith Clayton and cheerfully give it 
place in our columns. It is by much 
the best presentation of the off side of 
the argument that we have in hand. 

We are gratified that Mr. Clayton 
admits at once that the president had 
tne right to recognize the republic. of 
Panama at his discretion. He did so 
only and not until he was satisfied 
that it existed and was provisionally 
organized and unopposed by any 
active contesting force. That is a 
basic and essential fact that colors all 
other incidents of the case. 

But Mr. Clayton, like other facile 
and fervid commentators on the case, 
assumes that “war has been made on 
Colombia.” Unfortunately for this as- 
sumption, it has not occurred to the 
authorities at Bogota or to General 
Reyes, the Colombian commissioner 
now in Washington, to so understand 
the present situation. They have not 
severed diplomatic relations, recalled 
their envoys, dismissed our minister 
With his passports, or attempted more 
than verbal protests against anything 
yet done in the case by the president 
or any of our diplomatic or naval rep- 
resentatives in Colombia or on the 
isthmus. We _ sincerely trust’ that 
these plain facts will convince Mr. 
Clayton and other equally indignant 
anti-Panamans that a casus belli has 
not yet appeared. If they . really 
think they see one we .beg to assure 
them that it is only a mote in their 
own eyes. 

Another “fact,” so-called, in Mr. 
Clayton’s catalogue is that the presi- 
dent sent “battle ships” to patrol] the 
coasts and prevent Colombia from re- 
covering control of Panama. 

But what is the real fact? 

It is that when the proclamation of 
Panama’s independence was made at 
Panama there was not an American 
naval craft in hundreds of miles of 
that port, but the Colombian gunboat 
Bogota was there and threw shells into 
the town, killing a sleeping China- 
man! 

On the other side of the isthmus 
there was near Colon only the gun- 
boat, not “battle ship,” Nashville, with 
no heavier equipment than four-inch 
rapid fire guns, Certainly Mr. Clay- 
ton will not hold out that the little 
Nashville was a whole fleet of battle 
ships popped up like “Johnnie’s on 
the spot” by fore knowledge and con- 
nivance on the part of our govern- 
ment. For Admiral Glass had to be 
ordered from Acapulco, 600 miles from 
Panama, and the Dixie from Jamaica, 
8U0 miles from’Colon, before the Nash- 
ville could be reinforced—and all this 
was after Panama declared her inde- 
pendence. 

As for driving the Colombiang off 
the isthmus, we only landed forty 
marines. Colombia landed 400 troops. 
The Colombian general in command 
was a prisoner of the republican junta 
at Panama and to get his release 
agreed to reembark the troops and 
scuttle back to Cartagena. And there 
you are! 

It was then—and remains to this 
hour—the bounden duty of the United 
States to preserve peace on and free 
transit across the isthmus. 

The notice given to the Colombians 
was identical with that given to the 
Panamans—that we would allow no 
fighting and _ interruption of traffic 
along the railroad by either of them, 
Where else could they fight? And if 
we had let them fight, suspending the 
isthmian neutrality, peace and traffic 
meanwhile, where would our reputa- 
tion for adherence to duty stood today 
in the estimation of our own people 
and the world? 

As to this affair being a Roosevelt 
political coup—that will take care of 
itself.

Teachers and Tuberculosis. 

~ The Indiana state board of health 
has prohibited the further employment 
of 250 male and female teachers of 
the public schools of the state because 
on examination they have each been 
found more or less affected with tu- 
berculosis. .This is a new turn in the 
endeavors of authorities to prevent 
the spread of the dread disease of con- 
sumption. But it seems a very proper 
regulation and the precedent thus set 
by the Indiana board of health may be 
eventually followed by those of other 
states. 

The mortality statistics of the coun- 
try show that tuberculosis is an insid- 
iously increasing and fatal affliction 
of the race and that there is, as yet, 
in spite of serums and other inven- 
tions, no way to minimize its preva- 
lence and fatalities except to take 
precautions against allowing the af- 
fected to spread the disease among 
healthy people. 

It is the bounden duty of govern- 
ment authorities everywhere to guard 
the health of the communities they 
govern. It may work hardships on 
those whose misfortune it is to have 
contagious or infectious diseases, but 
the liberties of the few must frequent- 
ly be restrained in order that the gen- 
eral welfare may not be certainly put 
in jeopardy. And when, as in the case 
of teachers in public schools, there is 
danger that the teacher may communi- 
cate so treacherous and dangerous a 
disease as consumption to large classes 
of children, and thus infect many 
homes and, perhaps, cause many 
deaths, the wisdom of excluding those 
affected with tubercular diseases can- 
not be sensibly questioned.

The Jamestown Exposition. 

There is reported a measure of dis- 
couragement among the Virginia pro- 
moters of the proposed exposition to 
celebrate the landing of the first 
American colony at Jamestown, in 
1607, the exposition to be opened in 
1907.

The Panama Canal Case. 

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
great interest your editorial on the status 
of the Panama situation in last Sunday's 
issue. It is a strong defense of the right 
of this government to recognize the inde- 
pendence of Panama. 

But the right to recognize that inde- 
pendence does not carry with it the right 
of President Roosevelt to put this gov- 
ernment, practically, at war with Colom- 
bia.

It is a fact that President Roosevelt 
sent United States battle ships to patrol 
the coasts of the Pacific ocean and the 
Caribbean sea touching Panama to pre- 
vent Colombia from landing troops any- 
where on those coasts in order to subdue 
the revolutionists. What right has even a 
president of the United States to prevent 
a republic from attacking a seceded 
state? The very act of sending battle 
ships down there was simply throwing 
down the gauntlet to Colombia,

Panama was even formulated; before any 
government had been organized by Pan- 
ama; before one dollar of the $40,000,000 
to go to the French canal company has 
been paid; before one dollar of the $/0,- 
000,000 to go to Panama for the right to 
cut the canal has been paid. 

It is a fact that this government has 
no canal treaty with Panama; that Pan-

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: GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL ?

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Comptroller General W. A, Wright yes- 
terday assessed for taxation that portion 
of the Rapid Transit Company's railroad 
which is in Georgia, and which has es- 
caped taxation for the last two years. The 
Rapid Transit Company is a Tennessee 
corporation, a street railroad which has a 
ling running from Chattanooga out to 
Chickamauga Park in Walker county, 
Georgia. About ¢ miles of the line are 
located in Georgia, 

The comptroller general assessed the 
company’s physical property in Georgia 
at $37,500, both for 1902 and 1903. Its 
franchise he assessed only for this year 
as the law was not in operation last 
year, and this he put at $6,000. For fail- 
ure to make a return of its franchise tne 
comptroller general will, under the law, 
he compelled to levy a double tax, there- 
fcre the taxation this year will be on 
$12,000. There fs no such penalty, how- 
ever, for the failure to return physical 
property, but interest fs collected at 7 
per cent from the time when such taxes 
were due. 


Comptroller General Wright has just 
found another railroad which faifled to 
make a return this year. This is the 
Hartwell railroad, about !0 miles in 
length, running from Hartwell in Hart 
county, to Bowersville, on the Elberton 
Afr Line. The comptroller general as- 
scssed the physical property of this line 
at $23,040, and its franchise at $1,000, 
This Toad will also be double taxed on its 
franchise for failure to make a return. 


Chairman J. S. Turner, of the prison 
commission, was in the city yesterday, 
though the prison commission had no 
special business to transact. Judge Tur- 
rer, a few days ago, sent out some ctfr- 
cular letters to friends in various parts of 
the state, calling attention to his can- 
didacy for reelection as a member of tne 
commission next year.

The 
result of the experiments showing that it 
would have been dangerous to have turn- 
ed the sewage into that channel, has been

Brief of State Against Rail- 
way Combine Before Su- 
preme Court, 


Washington, December 22.—The brie? 
of the state of Minnesota, in the suit of 
that state against the Northern Securi- 
tes company, was filed tn the supreme 
court of the United States today by At- 
torney General Douglass and Messrs. M. 
D. Munn and George B. Wilson. The brief 
ls 2 document of 176 pages and its au- 
thors contend that the merger of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern rail- 
road companies into the Northern Se- 
curities company was for the purpose 
of stifling competition. 

After stating that the action was 
brought to enjoin the consolidation of 
the two rallroa@ companies, because they 
are. parale] and competing lines within 
the state of Minnesota, and that the 
circuit court of the United States for the 
eighth circuit decided the case contrary 
to the contention of the state, the at- 
torneys present their assigninent of er- 
rors, On the part of the circuft court. 
There are twenty-nine of these assign- 
ménts, but the principal ones are that 
the decree is erroneous in holding that 
the Northern Securities company was 
not organized for the purpose of consol- 
idatin gthe two appellee railway compan- 
les; in holding that the Northern Se- 
curities company does not amount to a 
consolidation within the meaning of the 
acts set forth in appellamt’s bill: in 
holding that the Northern Securities com- 
pany does not ,in fact, control the two 
railway companies, by virtue of its own- 
ership.of the stock of, such railway com- 
panies, and in not holding that the 
Northern Securities company was intend- 
ed by its incorporators to be and is a 
device for evading the laws of state. 

In the @0urse of the relation of the 
facts of the consolidation of the two 
roads, reference is made to the joint cir- 
cular letter of the freight agents of the 
Northern Pacific amd the Great Northern 
roads on January 23, 1902, and it is de- 
clared that the effect of this circular 
letter was to withdraw all competition 
for business between the roads within 
the state of Minnesota, and to compe) the 
Shipper to ship freight via the road hav- 
ing the shorter route, or else pay to the 
road having the longer route a greater 
freight rate, “and nt ly,” they 
“was all cOmpetition, so far as rates are 
concerned, withdrawn, or destroyed, but 
al] effort to secure business, and al) the 
benefits resulting therefrom to shippers 
On the Mne of éaid railroads within the 
state of Minnesota, were absolutely de- 
stroyed. 

They conclude by calling attention to 
the magnitude of the case, and saying: 

“The judgment of this court there- 
on must determine whether sovereign 
State of this United States is powérful 


enough to vindicate the

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Trucking brick in wheelbarrows along 
the tops of a long line of freight cars 
is something that is not often seen, yet 
this is what was being done in Atlanta 
yesterday and what wil] be done ‘fodhy.

The planks 
are so arranged that They slope from the 
level of the car tothe height of the build- 
ing and the incline ts gradual enough to 
permit the men to walk up it safely and 
deposit their barrow loads of brick where 
they are needed. It is an interesting 
sight. 


Gross Earnings Increase. 

Grosg earnings of nearly all the roads 
in the country have materially increased 
during the year that is almost gone, as 
has been published in The Constitution 
from time to time. This has beén an un- 
usually prosperous period for lines that 
reach an agricultural territory and that 
means that the manufacturing districts 
have also paid more than is customary 
in tolls for freight. 

From al} parts of the country come 
reports that the railroads have made 
money and that they are preparing to in- 
crease their rolling stock and other equip- 
ment, There was never a time when so 
many improvements were being made in 
roadheds; faster schedules are being 
worked out on practically every Une in 
the United States that claims to have any 
fast trains at all, and there fig a general 
improvement in the methods of traveling. 
Many of what are called the second- 
class lines are now operating dining and 
sleeping cars, and it has come to be 
the case that the road that does not 
furnish accommodation of this sort Is 
considered out of the running almost 
The United States Investor, a publica- 
tion devoted to details of this character, 
gives the following table Of gross earn- 
ings Of forty-nine iy for a short pe- 
riod, and these figures illustrate with ac- 
curacy the condition of all: 

The gross earnings of forty-nine roads 
for the first week of December were §&9,- 
202,619, against $8,648,907 for the first 
week of December, 1902, an increase of 
$553,712. Thirty-nine roads show in- 
creases and ten decreases. Since July | 
the roadg referred to above earned $222,- 
450,057, an increase of $18,983,184 over 
the $203,466,873 reported for the oorre- 
sponding period last year. For the longer 
period forty-three roads show increases 
and six decreases.

Soon afterwaitis the monsignor appear- 
ead with a friend and sald that Pope Leo 
had confided the money to him, request- 
ing him to return it to his suvcessor four 
months after his death.

The cut, however, does not show all 
that will be done in the matter of the 
foundations, for these will extend much 
farther than the picture shows. 

The trenches in the illustration are 8 
feet by 6 feet, most of them, and some 
of them are 20 feet long. They are 5 feet 
deep, and in those in the foreground 
concrete is being laid. 

The moOund at the extreme left is 
sand, three carloads of it being piled 
there ready for use as fast as the work- 
men can mix it with the ingredicnts 
that go to form concrete that is being 
used for the foundations. The longer 
mound is broken rock, ten carloads of it 
being laid there. This rock will be used 
largely in the foundations, it forming 
the base of the concrete. The planks 
shown in the illustration are placed over 
the trenches where the concrete is being 
laid and form a walkway for the men 
who push the wheelbarrows loaded with 
material for the foundations for the great 
structure. 

The open plaza which is to be in front 
of the depot does not show in the cut.

At 
present there are obstructions in the 
way of digging them any farther, the re- 
maining part of the old depot being the 
principal one. This does not really inter- 
fere with the work, as it requitTeg™ some 
‘time to mix up and place the concrete 
/and there are now a number of trenches 
ready that will oceupy the workmen for 
severa] days. Where the four men are 
gathered together is the mixing place for 
the concrete. From there it is trucked 
around on the planks over the ‘trenches 
to the various places where men are plaic- 
ing it in the exravations. 

The nmumber and size of the mounds of 
earth show the amount of work that has 
been done so far on the site, and the man 
in a trench near the dark shadow in the 
| middle foreground shows how much con- 
j crete has been laid. The tranch there is

} More material is ready to be sent to the 


site, but there is no room for it, as all the 
available ground is being dug up for the 
purpose of laying the foundations. 

One of the strange things that does not 
appear in the illustration is the difference 
in color of the earth that has been dug 
‘up. That to the left of the picture is a 
grayish yellow and that to the right is 
red. The red forms much the bétter base 
for the fourdation, as it will sustain 
weight almost like stone. The other is 
above an average in that respect, but not 
equal to the soll only a few feet away. 

Foundation Soils Satisfactory. 

As stated in The Constitution, a test 
has been made of the earth upon which 
the’ foundations of the new depot will 
rest and ali of It has been found satts- 
factory. But slightly larger foundations 
will be placed in the yellow earth than 
in the red in order that the whule may 
be perfectly balanced in the matter of 
settling, In the tests the other day it was 
found that the settling was so slight as 
not to merit any attention, scarcely aver- 
aging up to the normal. That part of the 
question is giving the contractors and ar- 
chitect no trouble whatever. 

All the freight cars shown in the pic- 
ture will disappear when the structure 
is completed, as it will extend about 100 
feet back of where they now appear. 
Back and to the right will be the train 
shed.

ture will occupy all the space mentioned 
in this description and the shed will be 
entirely separate. 

A fact that has been overlooked in

All things consideréd, the site being 
prepared is regarded by many railroad 
men as the very best that could have 
been found in the city, and the fact that 
actual work on the long desired depot is 
under way has given the keenest satis- 
faction to them, as well as to a host of 
citizens of Atlanta a§$d the state at large. 

The illustration herewith presented is 
the first that has been obtained of the 
Situation as it exists today and It is ab- 
solutely accurat®. It was taken while the 
men, under the direction of Contractor 
Gude and Foreman Mansfied, were busily 
engaged in digging new trenches and fill- 
ing those already dug with concrete. One 
of the freight trains in the background 
was moving at the time, but the action of 
the camera was so quick as to make it 
appear as if standing still.

CENERAL DENIAL 


Millionaire Files Answer te the 
Shipbuilding Trust 


He Denies That He Was One of the 
Promoters of the Combine. 
Charge of Conspiracy To 
Wreck Trust Said To 
Be False. 


New York, December 22.—Charles M. 


Schwab today filed 
cross bill of the United States Shipbulld-

ing Company and James Smith, Jr., its 


receiver, in the United States circuit 


court for the southern district of New 
York. The case is that of the company 
and its receiver against the New York 


Security and Trust Company and Mr. 


Schwab. 

After admitting certain of the funda- 
mental facts which have heretofore been 
established, Mr. Schwab takes up the 
varjous allegations and charges of the 


cross bill. He says: 

“T deny that I ever was or became one 
of the promoters of the shipbullding 
company, or that I anda number of per- 
sons associated with Me acquired the 
capital stock of the SBethlehem Steel 
Company as averred in said cross bill. 

Emphatic denial is made that he ever 
cona:ived any scheme of transferring 
to the shipbuilding company the stock of 
the above company at an excessive 
rate, or upon condition permitting him 
or his associates to control the shipbuild- 
ing company. 

Continuing Mr. Schwab says: 

“I deny that with any purpose of ac- 
complishing sach intent and purpose, or 
otherwise, I or any associates of mine 
represented to the shipbuilding company 
that the said shares of the stOck Were 
worth the sum of $30,000,000.”’ 


Falsehood Charge Denied. 

Mr. Schwab denies that he ever made 
any false representations regarding the 
Bethlehem Steel Gompany. 

Mr. Schwab says the shipbuilding com- 
pany is not entitled to enforce any Il- 
legal indebtedness against him. 

He avers that neither he nor his as- 
sociates conspired with the “dummy 
directors of the shipbuilding company,” 
to have inserted in the mortgage to 
the security and trust company and in 
the charter of the shipbuilding company 
provisions which would give him or 
them absolute control of the shipbuilding 
and steel companies with the power. to 
se manipulate the corporations as to 
cause default in the payment of inter- 
est, thereby defrauding creditors, stock- 
holders and bondholders of the shipbuild- 
ing company. 

Mr. Schwab says that he and his as- 
sociates had nothing to do with the 
withholding by the Bethlehem Company 
of the dividend payments on the three 
hundred thousand shares of its stock 
owned by the shipbuilding company for 
the purpose of wrecking the latter con- 
cern. The defendant continues: 

*‘T deny that I or the security and trust 
company, or the directors for the ship- 
building company, or the steel company 
Or any associates of Mine, or the reor- 
ganization committee or any of them, 
acted fraudulently or in bad faith in 
the premises or for the purpose of de- 
Stroying and wrecking the property of 
the shipbuilding company, in the inter- 
est of myself or any associates of mine, 
and I deny that this suit is brongke 
at the instance of the reorganization 
committee and myself or any associates 
of mine for the purpose of carrying 
out the aforesaid or any other wrongful 
and fraudulent acts, to the injury of 
the shipbuilding company or the bona 
fide «reditors, bondholders or _ stock- 
holders of the shipbuilding company.’ 

Alleges There Was No Fraud. 

After specifically denying any and every 
charge of fraud, unlawful] combination, 
conspiracy or his connection with the 
affairs of the Bethlehem Steel and United 
States Shipbuilding Companies, Mr 
Schwab details the history of his rela- 
tions with the two concerns. After mak. 
ing a contract for the purchase of the 
entire capital stock of the Bethlehem com- 
pany, Lewis Nixon and D. Leroy Dres- 
seér asked him to underwrite $9,000,000 
first mortgage bonds of tne United States 
Shipbuilding Company. On this matter 
he continues: 

“Nixon and Dresser informed me that 
the properties were of great Value; that 
they had been appraised by competent ap- 
praisers; that the profits had been certi- 
fled by public accountants, and that. in 
their opinion, after a careful investiga- 
tion, the figures mentioned in the pros- 
pectus were safe and conservative.” 

In view of this, Mr. Schwab took the 
underwriting “‘upon the same terms as 
underwriters,” providing the new 
company would. give preference to the

THE PROBATION SYSTEM 


NE of the most important meas- 
ures presented during the life of 


OC the present council is the ordinance 


which inaugurates the probation system 
for juvenile offenders and which was in- 
troduced during the session of yesterday 
efternoon by Councilman James L Key, 
of the sixth ward. 

The tntroduction of the ordinance is 
practically the beginning of a fight which 
will be maintained until the custom of 
sending little children to places of pun- 
ishment is discontinued as much as pos- 
sible. 

The ordinance providing for the proba- 
tion system was referred to the council 
of 1904. After it had been disposeg of 
Councilman Key introduced a resolution 
providing for an expenditure to equip a 
separate detention ward for the children. 
The resolution was referred to the finance 
committee, of which Alderman Inman is 
chairman. 

The ordinance providing for the proba- 
tion System is as follows: 

“An ordinance regulating the arrest, de- 
tention and disposition of cases against 
minors under the age of 16. 

‘Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
aa council of the city of Atlanta as fol- 

ws: 

“Il. That from and after February Ae 
1904, the recorder, or other authorized 
officer sitting as recorder prg tem., shall] 
hold sessions of said court for the trial 
of offenses committed by or 
against juveniles under the age of 16 
years, separate and apart from the regu- 
one of said court. 

“2. lat said session shall be held in 
the recorder’s court room, and under the 
authority of law providing for its estab- 
lishment and authorizing it to try for 
offenses committed against the law and 
ordinances of the city of Atlanta. 

3. That the time for holding said ses- 
sions Shall be fixed by the recorder un- 
der order signed by him and entered upon 
the minutes or @6cket of said court.

“7. That, in any case where a continu 
ance is had as aforesaid, it shall be in 
the power and discretion of the recorder 
to order the pending case dismissed, pro- 
vided he is satisfied from the conduct of 
the juvenile accused that such a disposi- 
tion.of the case is advisable, and such 
accused has given sufficient assurance of 
good behavior for the future. 

“8. That the chief of police shall de- 
tail a member of the police foroe to per- 
form the duties of probation officer, and 
as such, in addition to the usual duties 
of a police officer, he shall have special 
charge of juveniles apprehended under 
the age of i6, and shal] fully investigate 
their history, the nature of the offense 
charged, their. surroundings, and such 
other facts as will enable him to make 
& proper recommendation as to the dis- 
position of the charets preferred. 

“9. That the recorder shall have the 
authority to appoint one or more discreet 
persons, In his discretion, male or female, 
to assist the probation officer in the per- 
formance of his duties, and the executi§n 
of this ordinance, provided such person 
shall serve without pay or other authority 
than that herein conferred.’’ 

10 That it shall be the duty of all 
members of the police force, when a juvi- 
nile is arrested under the age of six- 
teen. to immediately notify the probation 
officer, and to deliver such juvenile in- 
to the custody of said probation officer 
as soon as practicable. 

1). that it shall be the duty of the 
members of the police department, in 
any case where the detention of ajuvenile 
is determined on by the probation officer 
prior to the hearing, or by the recorder 
after investigation, to detain them in 
wares. separate and apart from other 
prisoners, and to prevent contact by 
them with older criminals, provided, 
however, this provision shall not be en- 
forced until provision is made for a sep- 
arate place for the detention of such 
juvenile offenders. 

12. That it shall be the duty of the 
probation officer to take charge of, super- 
vise and control juvenile offenders of 
the city; to investigate the circumstances 
Surrounding the charge against them; to 
advise the recorder, as often as may be 
necessary, of the conduct of all juvenile 
offenders; to make recommendations as 
he may think proper Surrounding the 
individual offender, or the general con- 
duct of his department; keep a full and 
accurate record of all juvenile offenders 
and their offenses; to make rules and 
regniations governing reports to him by 
juvenile offenders, pending the continu- 
ance of cases. against them, their con- 
duct, employment and such other proper 
requidements as will enable him to advise 
with, assist and be informed about such 
juvenile offenders. 

13. That the probation officer shall 
have aufhority to release juvenile offend- 
ers, without a hearing before the re- 
corder, on a copy of charges, or to re- 
mand them t the ciustory of their parents 
or friends, or accept bond or coilateral 
for their appearance, or detain them in 
the station house, or to take Similar 
parental or general contro! of these juve- 
niles, using a wise discretion and endeav- 
Oring to secure the best interests of the 
child. as well as the protection of the 
public. 

In the deten®én of the probation of- 
ficer he may remand aifly of the juveniles, 
coming under the terms of this ordi- 
nance, to the care, custody and super- 
vision of an assistant probation officer 
provided he continues in general control 
of such juvenile offender and receives 
Stated reports as to the condition and 
conduct of such juvenile.

Car Burglaries Culminale in 
Sensational Arrest, 


William Puckett and Albert Hales, 
Two Well-Known Young White 
Men, Caught While Search- 
ing for Stolen Goods. 

Hales Badly Hurt. 


Many weeks of hard patient work by 
city detectives to capture a gang of car 
burglars culminated last evening tn the 
arrest Of two well-known young white 
men, and one of the young men had to be 
shot down before he surrendered. The 
capture of the two men was acompantied 
by a scene picturesque and sensational. 

The scene was a lonely spot outside the 
city where the officers had been directed 
to a lot of stolen goods. After hours of 
patient waiting in the dark, two men 
came skulking to the hiding place of the 
ill-gotten booty. There was a call to 
“hands up.”’ One of the men obeyed; the 


other failed to do 60. The officers saw 


the gleam of a plst0l barrel and jm- 
mediately the firing began. In a few mo- 
ments, one af the men was lying on the 
ground with a bullet in his body. Both 
were hamdcuffed and brought to the city. 

The men arrested are William A. Puck- 
ett, of 508 Marietta street, who works 
In Gossett’s butcher shop at 572 Mariet- 
ta street, and Albert Hailes, of 70 Trav- 
is street, an ‘employee of the Excelsior 
fattory. Both are young men about 25 
years of age. 

Boy Makes Discovery. 

Yésterday afternoon a boy named Parks 
who works in tha Exposition cotton 
mills, discovered a large lot of tobacco and 
Shoes hidden under a pile of broomsage 
at a station called Peyton, just outside 
the city. The goods were between the 
Southern and the Western and Atlantic 
railroads. The boy notified the e¢ity po- 
lice and Detectives Simpson and Ozburn 
hurried to the place and hid themselves 
near the goods. Recently thirty or forty 
freight cars had been broken upon near 
the city and always In the same manner 
and evidently by the same_ parties. A 
gang was it work, and when the goods 
were found hidden yesterday, the offi- 
cials felt that they were about to catch 
up with the outlaws. Simpson and Oz- 
burn kept watch until dark and then 
they sent for help. Detectives Kilpatrick 
and Steint went to the place and hid 
themselves near the other two officers. 

Officers Open Fire. 

Albout 9:30 o'clock last night the of- 
ficers saw two men slipping along through 
the woods, one of them striking matches 
as he proceeded. By the light of the 
matches it was seen that one of the men 
carried a pistol in his hand. 

“The stuff is right here,’’ exclaimed the 
man with the pistol, as they neared the 
prize. Just then an officer called out: 

“Hands, up, both of you!’’ 

“I surrender, don't shoot,” 
one of the men. 

The other stood as if he intended to 
shoot and the officers, Simpson and Kiil- 
patrick opened fire. The man who did not 
Obey the orders fell to the ground with 
a cry of pain. 

The man who was shot was Hales. He 
was not armed, but his partner, William 
Puckett, carmied a loaded pistol. The men 
with the stolen goods were taken to the 
police barracks. City Physiclan Wilkins 
dressed Hales’ wound and found that he 
had been shot in the groin, the wound 
being serious but not necessarily fatal. 

The stolen goods captured consisted of 
about 20 boxes of. tobacco, which had 
been shipped to A. J. Bauknight, at Rex, 
this state; and about I5 -pairs of new 
shoes with no shipping mark, 

Tells Flimsy Story. 

Puckett stated after his capture that 
he had bought the goods from a man 
whom he did not know and who charged 
him $3 for them. He says the man just 
asked him for $3 ang told him where the 
goods could be found. 

Hales says Puckett hired him to help 
carry the goods to a house on Maritet- 
ta street. 

The officers savy that Puckett etole the 
goods and that Hales knew all about {t. 

“Those men are members of a gang 
which has been cperating tn and around 
Atlanta for several weeks,” state the de- 
tectives, “‘and they have broken open at 
least 40 cars.

Boy Remanded to Jail for 
Killing Fred Bradshav, 


Eyewitnesses to the Shooting of 
Young Bradshaw Say That as 
Dean Shot There Were No 
Birds in Sight at 
the Time, 


James Dean, the I4-year-old boy who 
shot and killed Fred Bradshaw, 10 years 
of age, with a parlor rifle on Monday, 
December 14, was arraigned in Justice 
Bloodworth’s court yesterday afternoon 
and remanded to the Tower in default of 
& $300 bond on the charge of manslaugh- 
ter. 

The bond was not made and Dean spent 
lost night in jail. It is. understood that 
he will be If{berated on ball this morn- 
irg. 

There were two eye-witnesses who tes- 
tified at the trial, one a white youth and 
the other a negro boy. Both stated that 
when Dean fired the fatal shot he was 
standing on the Mise of an embankment 
and was in a position elevated above that 
occupied by Bradshaw. The prisoner has 
all along claimed that he shot at a bird 
and did not see Bradshaw. The witnesses 
also stated that there were no birds in 
sight at the time of the shooting. 

There was some evidence to show the 
distance between the two boys when the 
shot was fired, but the witnesses differed 
so materially that it was almost impossi- 
ble for the judge to form any correct 
idea of how far apart the boys stood. 
The. distance, Judge Bloodworth stated 
after the trial, must have been abeut 
300 feet. Some of the witnesses made 
it as many yards. 

Attorney T. W. Rucker conducted the 
prosecution, and Attorneys R. B. Black- 
burn and G. A. Stevens represented the 
defense. 

The killing of young Bradshaw occur- 
red near Atlanta university, in the out- 
skirts of the city. Dean had been Out 
with his parlor rifle and was not with 
Pradshaw. Immediately after the killing, 
Dean was arrested by the police, but 
was released by the verdict of the coro- 
ner’s jury when an inquest was hekd. 
bradshaw’s father subsequently took out 
a warrant for Dean, and it was on that 
warrant Dean was tried yesterday af- 
ternoon. 


GREASY MONEY 


Oil King Rockefeller Con- 
tinues Donations to Chi- 
cago School. 


Chicago, December 22.—It was an- 
nounced today at the forty-ninth convo- 
cation of the University of Chicago that 
donations amounting to $1,850,000 had 
been received from John Rockefeller, 
founder of the university. Of this amount 
$1,500,000 in real estate, improved and 
unimproved, in the immediate vicinity 
o fthe university, was formally trans- 
ferred by Mr. Rockefeller. The balance is 
in cash for current expenses. 

Hon. George W. Ross, a premier of On- 
tario, delivered an address at the uni- 
versity today on ‘‘The Political Cleavage 
o fNorth America,’ Speaking of a move- 
ment recently inaugurated by Joseph 
Chamberlain to federate the English e- 
onies on the basis of imperial protection 
against the world, Premier Ross said: 

“It requires no argument to show that 
the establisment of commercial relations 
within the empire on the basis of the 
preferential tariff would greatly stren- 
gthen the tleS which bind all the colonies, 
including Canada to the empire, and -re- 
mInove still further in the background 
whatever inducements yemain for closer 
political or commercial relations with the 
United States.” 

Premier Ross said that he did not desire 
to leave the impression that the Cana- 
dians looked with aversion upon the 
American form of government and the 
activity which this nation has exhibited 
in every department of human enter- 
prise, but cite® many instancts in which 
Canada had followed the lead of the 
United States greatly to its own ad- 
vantage. :

COACH HEISMAN 


ASKS CHANGES 


He Suggests Several Amend- 
ments in the Football 
Rules. 


Coach J. W, Heisman, of the Tech, has 
offered a number of practical suggestions 
to the ruies committee, which meets one 
month from now, to consider changes in 
the football rules for all the colieges o 
the United States. 

Like every other coach, he has met 
with a number of inconveniences in his 
football work by ambiguitfes In the rules, 
and has also been namo in his work 
by other rules which caf easily be bet- 
tered by making certain changes. And 
there are still other rules which, though 
clear enough, are perplexing and confus- 
ing to football players and to officials 
alike. 

“oach Heisman’s idea is to simplify 
the rules and make them easier for both 
coaches, players and officials to learn, 
and thus to secure better and more effi- 
cient officials in the games which will 
be played next year, 

The first change which he has suggest- 
ed to the rules committee through th: 
Pennsylvania members is in regard to 
the penalties inflicted during a game. 
“Simplify the penalties,” suggests Coach 
Heisman, “cut down the number. of 
varying penalties so that they can be 
more easily classified.”’ 

At the present time there are all kinds 
of penalties, and it is extremely difficult 
to find an official who is familiar with 
them. Among the penalties which may be 
imposed are tripping &4n opponent, 20 
yards loss; for holding an opponent who 
has not the ball, for unlawful use of 
hands or arms, for violations of rules 
governing Off-side play, and»for several 
others, the loss is 5 yards, If the side 
not in possession of the ball was the of- 
fender, and 20 if the offending side was 
in possession of the *all; an off-side 
play by the side In possession of the ball 
shall be penalized by loss of 10 yards. 
the number of downs and the point to 
which the ball should be advanced re- 
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‘maining the same; forward pass, the op-, 


ponents shall receive 5 yards; in case 
of piling up on a player after the ref- 


ers:

These 
and many other rules make the game 
hard to learn. 

Coach Heisman's other suggestions are 
as follows: 

2. More clearly define the penalty for 
forward pass. Many players doubt that

3. Make playing rules the same al] over 
the field. 

4. Make an attempt to define what con- 
stitutes a satisfactory position on the 
line of scrimmage—lther tn feet, inches, 
or portions of the human anatomy, so 2s 
to conform to the rules requiring seven 
men to be on the scrimmage line. 

5. Make a change in the quarterback 
line. Instead of compelling the quarter- 
back to run § yards with the ball befure 
turning In, require him to carry the Lal! 
past the second or the third man os 
either side of the center rush. 

6. In order to open up the game, as 
the changes made last year have ap- 
parently failed to accomp?ish this pur- 
pose. increase the distance to be gained 
in three trials from 5 yards to 6 or to 8

BY ROOSEVELT 


Christmas Gift from the 
President at Big 
Prison. 


President Theodore Roosevelt sent a 
couple of Christmas presents to Atlanta 
that were probably the greatest gifts ever 
received by Zack Wadley, of Kentucky, 
and Richard T. Freyer, of Arkansas, two 
convicts at the federal prison. 

For Wadley, the Christmas present was 
a pardon, while for Fryer his sentence 
was commuted to the payment of a fine 


of $499.25, the payment of which was 
arranged for immediately by the prison- 
er’s relatives and both men wil! spend the 
holidays with their own families. 

_These gifts of lberty and a chance 
to go home did not come carefully wrap- 
Ped up in big packages by express. Rath- 
er they came in long official envelopes 
from the department of fustice at Wash- 
ington. Warden Moyer called Wadley 
down to his office and told him he had 
something to say to him. As Wadley had 
no Knowledge whatever of the pardon, he 
was just the least bit surprised. 

Upon being made acquainted with the 
full purport of fhe message he was un- 
able to reply for some litt¥e time. When 
you get to know prisoners very well they 
will tell you that at times Ike these they 
actually suffer from temporary paralysis. 
As one of them told The Constitution 
man in sneaking of thie same subject, 
“When a man gets un in morning pre- 
paring to fitht the calendar througch the 
terrible waits that belong to a prisoner's 
day. anything that jumps fn and inter- 
feres with a schedule he has been kéep- 
‘ne. month fn and month out, has a ten- 
dency to sort of destroy his nerve a whole 
lot. T have ft happen to me a few times 
when visitors came. Two or thret times 
these visitors hapnened to be the one 
somebody in all the world T most wanted 
to see. Of course the time we are 
allowed with visitors has to be Nmited 
and for that reason I have spent long 
days and longer nichts trying to get all 
fhat I wanted so much to say {n kind 
of a speech so that at least 
he able to tell most of what was on 
my mind. | 

“And then what happens? She comes 
some day when I’m not looking for her 
and the very first thing I do is to ab- 
solutelv forget every last word I'd been 
Practicing. And when I meet her, I'm 
so rattled that I’m lucky ff I know 
enough to call her by her own name. And 
what does she do? Reing a woman and 
loving me as only a woman ean, she fust 
sits there and straneles with the fears 
roing down her throat that she’s trving 
to keep so hard from showing in her 
eres. 

“And most of ovr time or a tarce nart 
of it we spend trying to say something. 
4nd then when it's all over I haven’t 
told her anythine and exceptine what 
she's told me with her eves, she’s told 
me fust about as much. I've never heen 
ealled to the front and told I had heen 
eranted a pardon. It must be something 
awful. the terrible strain of {t all. P-- 
tT don’t mind saving that T’'4 Wke to know 
from personal experience if I could stand 
the strain. 

"You see right along about this time 
it would mean more than ever not only to 
vourself. but to the others outside. It 
would mean being with the ones vou love 
and the children and helring to hane 
the stockines and decorate the Christmas 
tree and all that. The Christmas spirit 
kind of shrinks a bit when it fs filtered 
through the tron bars that play so fm- 
portant a part in the decorations of this 
[ur present home. And they put the bars 
so close together that Sonta Claus 
couldn't squeeze in between if he wanted 
to and now that I think of it T don’t 
believe that I ever heard of his trving.” 

Although the reporter was unable to 
see Wadley it is quite possible that he 
felt very much the same way about ft 
and there won't be a-happler dinner party 
anywhere this coming Christmas than 
‘hat of the ‘Vadleys somewhere up ther2 
in the blue grass state, 

And it will probably be._the same way 
in the Fryer family out In Arkansas. 
For the ortsoner whose sentence waz 
commuted expects to be able to raise the 
money immediately and then he will be 
given a new suit of clothes and $5 by 
the government just as are all prisoners 
upon the expiration of their sentence, 
together with a ticket to their home. 

But while two were pardoner there are 
479 prisoners still in the big penitentiary 
where the big iron decorations are too 
close together to permit Santa Claus 
squeezing through if he tried ang have 
so great a tendency to sort of shrink 
the Christmas spirit by the time it js 
filtered through.

TO TWIN BROTHER 


Other Relatives of Miss Gil- 
lespie Are Also Indicted, 


When a Photographer Attempted To 
Snapshot Those Indicted, the 
Accused Brother Smashed 
the Camera — Writs of 
Habeas Corpus Asked, 


Rising Sun, Ind., December 22.—In its 
report of the investigation of the assas- 
sination of Miss Elizabeth Gillespie, on 
December 8, the grand jury at 2:45 o'clock 
this afternoon returned true bills of mur- 
der in the first degree against James Gil- 
lespie, a twin brother of the murdered 
woman; Mrs. Belle Seward, her widowed 
sister; Mrs. Carrie Barbour, niece of Dr. 
Thad A. Reamy, an eminent physician of 
Cincinnati, and Myron Barbour, her hus- 
band. Mrs. Barbour is a sister in law of 
Dr. William Gillespie, brother of the 
murdered woman. 

Bench warrants were issued immediate- 
ly by Judge Downey, of the circuit court. 
The Gillespies were expecting the arrests, 
and Dr. Gillespie drove to the home of 
the accused in a closed carriage and 
brought the indicted persons to the court 
house, surrendering all of them to the 
court. A newspaper photographer at- 
tempted to take a snap shot of the party 
and was struck by James Gillespie, who 
broke away from Sheriff Rump and 
knocked the camera from the hands of 
the n3swsparper man. 

The four indictments were read to the 
accused. They showed no emotion with 
the exception of Myron Barbour. The in- 
dictments charged them with “‘félonious- 
ly, maliciously and with premeditated in- 
tent,” causing the death of Elizabeth 
Gillespie. A conspiracy among members 
of the murdered woman’s own family to 
kill her is charged. Jaiijes Gillespie, her 
twin brother, is the one who is charged as 
the principal, though al) are charged 
with murder in the first degree. Buch er.- 
tered a plea of not gullty. 

Captain Coles, attorney for the defend- 
ants, presented petitions for writs of 
habeas corpus, on the ground that there 
is not enough evidence to indict, and that 
their liberty was withheld on a charge 
of a crime of which they were innocent. 
Judge Downey ordered the writs return. 
able immediately, and the petition was 
then heard with arguments, Counsel for 
the defense stated that they were able to 
furnish reasonable bail, but the charge 
was not bailable, and the only proceeding 
was under the writs. It is stated that 
some of the prisoners will be taken 
Lawrenceburg and Aurora, and that they 
will be kept in separate confinement.

be presented at once to the court. In the 
indictments each of the four is charge 
with murder in the first degree, but the 
bench warrants, which were served on 
them in the court room, named Jam 
Gillespie as the principal and Mrs. Bar- 
bour, Mrs. Seward and Myron Barbour 
as accessories before the' fact. The pen- 
alty under the Indiana statutes is death 
for accessories, the same in each case as 
well as a principal. The hearing on tla 
habeas corpus proceedings will be held 
Wednesday morning. The prosecution will 
then have to show by witnesses sufficient 
evidence on which to hold the indicted 
persons. 

It was agreed to release the two women 
on bond, and this the court allowed on 
account of the illness of Mrs. Seward, 
who suffers from heart trouble. They 
were admitted to bail in sums of $10.000 
each. James Gillespie and Myron Bar- 
bour were refused bail and remanded to 
jail, near the court house, by Sheriff 
Rump and Marshal Overly. An extra 
guard was placed in the jail for the 
night. All the pent-up excitement and 
strain under which the people in the city 
have been laboring for two weeks h 
broken out; No violence is expecte 4, 
however, as the people seem willing to 
let the law take its course. James Gil- 
lespie and Myron Barbour took their in- 
carcération in jail coolly, and laughed 
and joked about the probability of find- 
ing @ weapon on them as the sheriff 
searched them

The John Wade, a Medford-bailt ship,
